No one in 
the Allied camp, however, regards the | 
push as being terminated, It_is bellav- | 
cd that the lull will prove temporary 
and, despite their terrific losses and 
the destruction of many of their di- 
visions it !s considered probable that 
the German general staff is merely 
pausing to gather forces for another 
effort and will try to go yet farther 
in the hope of cyentually breaking 
through. 

Any such effort is awaited confident- 
ly by the Allies, whose commanders | 
feel certain that it will meet a similar 
lack of success, 

Not the Last Battle 

The correspondent has been able}

As far as it has gone, the German | 
offensive may be looked on as a fail- | 
ure, since none of its objectives have 
been attained and the Allied armies 
are still intact, while the Germans 
now, owing to the diminution of their!

Germans Have Clear View 

They are engaged in doing this on 
part of the front, but under continual | 
fire of the Allled cannon, which are 
active day and night.

Vessels by Destroyers—Brit- 
ish Vessel Mined 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, April 17.— 
Thirty-seven lives were lost when the 
American steamship O, B. Jennings 
and the British steamer War Knight, 
both laden with naptha and inflam- 
mable oils, collided, off the 
coast, on March 24, according to mem- 
bers of the crew of tue O. B. Jennings, 
who arrived here today. All who per- 
ished, with one exception, were on the 
British vessel. They were burned to 
death by burning gas and oil. Those 
who survived the flames on the War 
Knight were rescued in the nick of 
time by destroyers, for soon after, 
while the blazing hull was being tow- 
ed toward shallow water, it struck a 
mine and was blown up. 

The destroyers went to the rescue 
through a field of blazing oll and took 
off all of the crew of the Jennings. A 
number of the crew of the American 
ship were, however, badly burned, and 
had to be removed to hospital, after 
being rescued, 

Tells Thrilling Story 

An officer of the O. B, Jennings, whu 
told the story of tho disaster. support- 
ed in his statements, said the collis- 
fon occurred shortly after 2 a.m. when 
they were within 16 miles of their des- 
tination, He added that it was caused 
by the necessity of running 
lights owing. to.submarine danger.

“We drifted apart, and one of the 
destroyers by which we were convoy- 
ed succeeded in towing her towards 
the beach, when in some manner the

her destruction, 

“We had our own safety to look af- 
ter. The burning naptha had poured 
out on to the sea, and {t would have 
been folly to launch life boats, It 
was then that the destroyers showed 
their resourcefulness for they crashed 
through the burning oli, bumped 
alongside of us and we jumped to 
their decks in safety. We lost only 
one man, a seaman named Shea, who 
was either burned or fell overboard 
and drowned, 

Ships Disappear Mysteriously 

| “The accident came at the tlose of 
a rough and exciting voyage which 
had set the nevrves of our crew on 
edge through the previous unaccount- 
ed-for disappearance of several ships 
of our convoy. They may have been 
diverted or they may have been tor- 
pedoed,. We never knew further than 
the fact that they were gone when we 
looked for them.” 

The British steamer War Knight 
was of 7,591 tons gross register, built 
at Alemeda, Cal., in 1917 
Jennings was owned by the Standard 
O1l Company and was a steamer of 
10,290 tons gross register, The bare 
news that the O. B. Jennings had been 
in a collison and was beached and that 
one of the crew was killed, was re- 
ceived by the Standard O}l| Company 
in New York siertly after the acci- 
| dent.

These are the facts: In the 
flatter part of 1916 an Edmonton man, 
Elmer Thomas Monahan, was crushed 
to death when the engine boiler of a 
Grand Trunk train on which he was 
working toppled over the embankment 
between Mirror and Tofield after the 
engine had run off the rails. 

On behalf of the deceased's estate, 

‘solicitors for the Trusts and Guaran- 
tee Co. Ltd. commenced action against 
the railway company for $25,000, to;

John T. Monahan, an aged man living| 
in Pennsylvania, whom the complain- 
ants claimed was dependant on his 
son for support. The complainants 
also justified their case by stating that 
the deceased was employed as a brake- 
man by the ra:lway company when he 
met his death, but in a statement of 
defense the railway solicitors denied 
that Monahan was one of their em- 
ployees. 

Further complications in the litiga~- 
tion arose when the lawyers for the 
deceased filed an affliidavit declaring 
to the best of their knowledge that 
the dead man's father was infirm and 
could not make the trip to attend the 
trial action here without seriously en- 
dangering his iHfe.

Moratorium Will No Longer 
Give Any Protection on Taxes 
Except to Soldiers Overseas 


Act is Extended For Six Months “Except in Case of Tax 
Arrears”—Provision For Remission of Taxes in Case 
of Property of Men Overseas Refers to Any Depend- 


ent of Soldiers. 


One of the most important features 
of the amendments to the Moratorium 
Act is that its protection no longer 


extends to the payment of taxes or 
arrears of taxes in the case of men 
not enlisted for overseas service. 
During the recent session of the 
provincia! legislature the provisions of 
the Moratorium were extended for an- 
other six months in the case of such 
enlisted men, which would include 
members of the Reserve Militia and 


101st Regiments, but a special excep-| 


tion was made in the case of liabilities 
in respect to taxes, and protection in 
regard to taxes was removed as soon 
as the amendment was passed, 

Officlals of the provincial govern- 
ment also point out that the six 
months exemption only holds good in 
other liabilities, apart from. taxes, 
where proceedings have been !nstitut- 
ed and stayed by reason of subsequent 
protection afforded by the act. The 
amendments specifically allude to 
such cases where there has been a 
stay of proceedings under the act, and 
grants «ix months’ further immunity 
“except as to liability for taxes of any 
descriptior 

Remiissions of Tats, 

Another important point in respect 
to payment of taxes is that in 
Soldiers’ Relief Act. The remiesion

pay all tax arears up to the end of the 
year 1915. : 

May Avoid Later Sale. 

It might be pointed out here if the 
taxes are paid up to 1915, that 1916 
tax arrears are likely to be borrowed 
on by means of five-year debentures 
and so the person who clears his pro- 
perty up to 1915 may not be In danger 
of a sale for at Ieast five years, al- 
though other means might be adopted 
of enforcing collection. 

All the property included tn the last 
tax sale on which an arrears have not 
been paid goes into the coming sale in

Where the city has been taking the 
rents of property in lieu of tax arrears, 
this property has now to go. into

Recently, he says, one such sign fell 
at the corner of Jasper and 101st 
street and grounded the trolley wire, 
causing it to break,

street railway, Mr. Brunlees says: 
“The policeman on duty pulled the 
broken wires clear before I had ar- 
rived on the spot, and was ignorant of 
the factt hat had the broken sign wire 
come into contact with the arc wire, 
{nstead of the trolley wire, he would 
have been killed, as the arc wire car- 
ries a current of 4,000 volts.”

BOLOFACEDHIS Fighting Has Aroused Patriotic 


DEATH WEARING 
WHITE GLOVES 


But Ho Lost Entirely Attitude of 
Indifference of the 
Trial 


-——— 


Paris, April 17,—Standing before a 
firing squad in the forest of Vincennes 
early today, Paul Bole Pasha, con- 
cemned traitor, lost entirely the at- 
titude of indifference he had main- 
tained subsequent to and during his 
trial. When the order to fire was 
given, the rifles spoke and Bolo 
crumpled up with several bullets in 
his head. 

Escorted by several guards, Bolo 
left the Sante prison forty-five minutes 
before his execution, After leaving the 
automobilp at Vincennes, hé listened 
to the exhortation of a prison chap- 
lain. Then his eyeg were bandaged 
and he went without a struggle to his 
place before the firing squad. 

“So much the better; I am delighted,” 
Bolo exclaimed when awakened this 
morning by Commandant Julien, of 
the third court martial, who told him 
that the hour of explation had arrived. 
These were the only words spoken by 
Boio, except for instructions to the 
chaplain to take from his body a silk 
Jace handkerchief which he placed on 
his chest, and give it to his brother, 
Monsignor Bolo. 

The condemned man went to his 
execution in a new suit of clothes, 
brought to the prison by his brother, 
and wearing white gloves, 

Before setting forth from the prison 
Bolo asked to be permitted to partake 
of holy communion, 

After the execution the form of an 
interment at Vincennes was gone 
through and then the body was turned 
over to Bolo’s family, 

When Bolo was taken to the office 
to go through the formalities of his 
removal from prison for the execu- 
tion he refused to sign the register. 
The officerg insisted, upon which Bolo 
cried in an authoritative tone: “It 1a 
I who command here; no one has any- 
thing more to impose upon me, I 
think,” 

The chaplain, after the execution, 
found lying over Bolo'’s heart two em- 
broidered handkerchiefs, which had 
been pierced by the bullets. One was 
given to Bolo’s brother and the other 
to his widow. 


UNIONISTS URGE 
SETTLEMENT OF 
HOME RULE NOW

London, April 17—A lengthy meet- 
ing of the Unionist war committee, 
which was attended by 127 members, 
was held in the house of commons 
last night to consider the question of) 
liome Rule in Ireland and the war. 

An official announcement issued 
after the meeting merely said: “The 
discussion was a very grave one.” 

According to the Daily Telegraph, 
Sir Edward Carson, the Ulster leader, 
spoke in the interest of Ulster, while 
the other members urged that every 
effort should be made to secure a 
settlement of the Home Rule queés- 
tion, even at the sacrifice of long 
cherished principles, No resolution, 
the paper says, was adopted, byt tho 
balance of feeling was that the gov- 
ernment must proceed cautiously with 
the Home Rule bil, 

In the discussion in the house of 
commons on the man-power bill Sir 
Edward Carson said he would con- 
tinue to support the man-power bill in 
order to help crush the detestable 
German militaryism. . He said it waa 
perfectly clear that no recruits would 
be conscripted in Ireland until a Home 
Kule bill was passed. The govern- 
ment had so pledged themselves, but 
there was no pledge from the Nation- 
alists, 

Sir Edward said his own belief was 
that then conscription would be more 
difficult to apply than ever because 
there would be an Irish parliament 
opposed to it. Doubtless he would 
be asked to go over and make things 
smooth. But it would not be an easy 
job after Ulster had been promised by 
the government and parliament that| 
if they entered the army, Home Rule 
would be suspended for the duration 
of the war, 

Nevertheless, Sir Edward hoped 
Ulster would support the conscription 
bill, The government, he added, had 
blundered from the beginning to tho 
end on this question in trying to please 
everybody and they would succeed in 
pleasing nobody, 

Dublin, Apri] 16.--The Most Rev. 
Wm. J. Walsh, Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop and Primate of Dublin, in a 
jetter refere to the many vague de- 
clarations now fiooding the country re- 
garding conscription tn Ireland, but 
affording no intelligible indication of 
what it ig advisable to do. If con- 
scription {9 enforced, the introduction 
of even the most eatisfactory Homo 
Rule bill would not, he said, contri- 
pute to pacification. The only con- 
scription bill that could be con.em- 
plated, he declares, would be one 
framed and passed by an Irish parlia- 
ment.

SLAV FAMINE 
REALITY WITH 
GRAIN IN PLENTY 


Masses in Russia Starving Be- 
cause of Existing Trans- 
portation Difficulties 


MOSCOW, April 17.——‘"We entertain 
no illusions. Victory over famine can- 
not be expected under the existing 
circumstances,” declared M. Bruk- 
hanoff, a member of the national food 
department at the session of the Cen- 
tral Executive committee of the Cuwun- 
ell of Soldiers’ and Workmen's depu- 
tles. Continuing the speaker said: 

‘Famine has spread among the 
great masses of the people owing 
chiefly to the disorganized transporta- 
tlon. There is plenty of grain in &i- 
berja, northern Caucasus and in the 
Don region. In Siberia there are 150,- 
000,000 poods (a pood is equivalent to 
36 pounds) of grain and in the Don 
province there are 5,000,000 poos, 
but the regular export to needy sec- 
tions {s difficult to organize." 

M. Brukhanoff said that instead of 
the 35,000,000 poods of grain neces- 
sary monthly for a “semi-hunger ra- 
tion,” only 15,000,000, or at the most 
20,000,000, was obtainable. This rep- 
resented a great improvement over 
former conditions, 

The government has appropriated 
1,500,000 rubles for the purchase of 
grain, and manufactured articles to be 
exchanged for grain.

Three years ago this month, in 
what has come to be known as 
the ‘‘Ypres_ salient,’ the Cana- 
dians stopped the first German 
drive for Calais. The ground they 
held then against terrific odds has 
been held ever since. Langemarck, 
St. Julien, Ypres, St. Eloi are 
household words in Canada; names 
which will stand forever in our 
country’s annals, associated with 
the memory of heroes living and 
dead. To yield such ground to the 
enemy would bring a pang to the | 
hearts of the Canadian people. 
But if military necessity demands 
withdrawal from that area that 
has been watered with the best 
blood of the Dominion the confi- 
dence of Canada will not waver. 
To keep the battle line intact is the 
consideration to which all else 
must give way. An exposed sal- 
ient, however precious its associa- 
tions, cannot be held against the 
dictates of general strategy with- 
out the wastage of more inval- 
uable lives. It may be necessary 
to give this historie ground to the 
Hun for the moment, but it will 
be given grudgingly and a heavy 
price demanded, and it will come 
back again to the men who have 
held it so long. 


Cannot Be Side-Stepped. 

The news from Ottawa is that 
the Military Service act as admin- 
istered by the late and the pres- 
ent government has so signally 
failed to provide the needed rein- 
forcements that the ministers pro- 
pose to abandon the system of 
selective conscription which forms | 
the basis of that measure and to 
take power to make a ‘‘levy en 
masse’’ of the men in the country, 
calling them out by classes under 
order-in-council. The change of 
policy is revolutionary, It contem- 
plates universal compulsory ser- 
vice at the discretion of the min- 
isters. When a class is called out 
the exemption clauses of the Mili- 
tary Service act are to be sus- 
pended in respect to its members, 
Neither the position of the indi- 
vidual nor the necessity of food 
production is to count as a reason 
for granting immunity. Married 
men, widowers with children, sons 
who are the sole support of par- 
ents, farmers and farm laborers, 
are apparently to be put on the 
same footing as others, and if 
physically fit sent overseas,regard- 
less alike of personal hardship, of 
the requirements of production, 
and of the fact that men belong- 
ing to other classes could be better 
spared. Immediately this power 
of executive conscription is to be 
applied to all men between the 
ages of 20 and 23, and to other 
classes as the ministers may de- 
cide. 

The reason for this revolution- 
ary change of policy is declared 
to be, in a statement issued by the | 
government, the ‘suddenness’? | 
with which the serious situation 
tas developed on the Western 
front.

Murder ‘‘As Usual.’’ 

The Turks are slaughtering the 
Armenians again. The only sur- 
prise in the report is that there 
are Armenians left to be murdered, 
That the Turks would resume the 
slaughter, if there were any sur- 
vivors of the long afflicted race in 
the country handed over by the 
Russians, went as a matter of 
course. 


Little Chance of It. 

The commissioner of immigra- 
tion says the government has pow- 
’ over the 20,000,000 
acres of favorably situated idle 
land in the West at prices fixed 
by a land court and make this 
available for settlement by return- 
ed soldiers. The government un- 
doubtedly has the power, but the 
corporations which own much of 
the land have the pull. They are 
not likely to submit to conscrip- 
tion at the hands of the govern- 
ment they helped to create, That 
was not exactly the idea that in- 
duced their political activities last 
fall.

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A letter from Thomas Bellamy 
| appearing in a recent issue of The 
| Bulletin discussed the cost of ad- 
vertising last year’s tax sale, tak- 
ing the view that the city dis- 
charges its responsibility to the de- 
linquent taxpayer when it gives 
him notice of the fact that his 
|property is to be sold, without pub- 
| lie advertisement of the sale. 
| Mr, Bellamy has been an alder- 
man of the city on several occas- 
ions; he was a candidate for the 
mayoralty last year, and is an old 
resident whose opinions are enti- 
tled to respect, but his view on 
that point cannot be sustained 
either as a matter of equity or of 
legal right. It is necessary to get 
special statutory authority to en- 
able the city to take away a man’s 
property without reasonable meas- 
ures to protect his equity by pub- 
lic advertisement of the sale. The 
principle of the responsibility of 
the creditor to protect the equity 
of the defaulting debtor in the 
property held as sacurity by giv- 
ing public advertisement of the 
sale about to be made, is univer- 
sally accepted in the adjustment 
of accounts between debtor and 
creditor. The delinquent taxpayer 
owes the city. The city is his credi- 
tor. The city proposes to secure 
liquidation of the debt by sale of 
his property. Surely the city has 
no more right to rob a citizen and 
taxpayer of his equity in the prop- 
erty in default by selling it with- 
out due publicity, than has a pri- 
Yate creditor the right to give like 
treatment to his defaulting deb- 
tor? If there is any difference, the 
city is under greater obligation to 
see that justice is done its citizens 
who are also property owners and 
taxpayers even though delinquent 
than is the private creditor his 
debtor who defaults, 

Mr. Bellamy finds justification 
for refusal to advertise the pros- 
pective tax sale in the newspapers, 
because of the cost. In proof of his 
| position he instances last year’s 
jsale. There were then 19,000 par- 
cels advertised for sale at a total 
cost of $22,520, or $1.20 a lot. lor 
this charge the notice of sale of 
each individual lot had the benefit 
}of the combined circulation of 
both Edmonton daily papers, with 
an aggregate circulation of nearly 
30,000, for one issue in each of 
four successive weeks. There is no 
other means by which such wide 
and valuable publicity could have 
been secured at anything like the 
same price, As the cost of advertis- 
ing is a charge against the proper- 
ty, and as the property is either 
sold for the amount of the charges 
or falls into the ownership of the 
icity which assessed the tax against 
it, this cannot be considered an 
undue charge, or a burden on the 
ordinary taxpayer who keeps his 
taxes paid up. 

When the property is sold under 
ja mortgage, the law requires that 
an advertisement shall appear in 
a newspaper published in the vi- 
cinity once in each of the three 
weeks preceding the sale. This ad- 
vertising is at the cost of the de- 
faulting debtor and is for the pro- 
tection of his interest in the prop- 
erty. Long experience has demon- 
strated the necessity and proprie- 
ty of such a provision, Newspaper 
publicity is recognized as the only 
protection that can be given the 
defaulting debtor, and newspaper

taxpayer. To take that protection 
| from him on the plea that the cost 
is excessive, when it is not more 
than $1.20 per parcel, is, to say the 
least, not sound argument. If the 
| property is not worth the amount

Conditions 
being as they are, a tax sale in 
Edmonton without newspaper ad- 
vertisement of the property af- 
fected, is an invitation to ‘‘lead- 
pipe-cinch’’ speculators to form 
rings for the taking in of delin- 
quent property at sacrifice prices. 
The only possible protection 
against transactions of that na- 
ture is publicity by newspaper ad- 
vertisement, 

Mr. Bellamy is appalled at the 
large amount received by the 
newspapers last year for advertis- 
ing services in connection with the 
tax sale, Why should money paid 
to a newspaper for publicity be 
considered to be wasted or im- 
properly paid because the gross 
amount is large? Why should 
newspaper publicity not be paid 
for just as any and every other 
service is paid for? Is it because 
publicity cannot be measured or 
weighed, eaten or drunk, worn or 
handled, that it should not be paid 
for? Publicity costs money to pro- 
duce just as every other service 
required by the complexities of 
civilized life costs money, and 
must be paid for by whoever gets 
the benefit of the service. The 
gross amount paid to the Edmon- 
ton newspapers last year in re- 
spect of the tax sale was large: but 
it was not larger than was reason- 
able for the service rendered, The 
fact that a larger list of properties 
are to be offered for sale this year 
does not detract in any way from 
the responsibility of the city to see 
that the owners of these various 
properties are protected in their 
rights, at their own expense, even 
though the newspaper should se- 
cure thereby a piece of profitable 
business. 

Its newspapers are the only 
means by which any city secures 
publicity. The newspaper lives on 
what it receives from the publicity 
it gives. The more it gets the more 
it ean give.

The news that a million dollar 

railway and traffic bridge is in| 


course of construction across the | 
Peace River at the town of that 
name is sufficiently remarkable at 


this time of suspended animation 
in regard to railway enterprise 
generally to attract national at-| 
tention. That such a stupendous | 
work is being carried on now is an 
indication that there are equally | 
important reasons for its being | 
done. | 

Six years ago the Peace River 
country was as far from Edmon-) 
ton, reckoned in time and money, 
as Halifax or New York, although 
the agricultural advantages of the 
country were historic. Sir Alexan- 
der Mackenzie had placed them on 
record nearly a century and a half 
ago, and his statements had been 
confirmed from time to time by 
travellers down to the present. But | 


so far as productive possibilities | 
for the supply of the world’s mar- | 
ket were concerned, the Peace 
River country might as wel! have 
been a part of the moon, except 
so far as its fur trade was con-| 
cerned. With the completion of 
ithe 300 miles of railway to Peace 
River, and another fork of the rail- 
way extending to Spirit River and 
Grande Prairie, the whole Peace 
River country has been brought in 
touch with the world’s markets, 
jand its productiveness has been 
thoroughly established by its ex- 
port of wheat and oats, cattle and 
hogs, from the settled areas within 
reach of the railway. 

At Peace River town the rail- 
way touches, near its central point, 
a stretch of unbroken river navi- 
gation 500 miles in length, extend- 
ing from Hudson’s Hope to the 
chutes below Vermilion, This was 
good work for the develepment of 
the country. It enabled settlers 
who were already in occupation 
within reasonable distance of the 
railroad to market their pro- 
ducts; it made it possible for pro- 
spective settlers to go in and see 
|the advantages of the country; 
jand when they decided to settle, 
enabled them to bring in valuable 
/outfits so that they could start the 
|work of production without the 
| delays that so frequently surround | 
| pioneer effort. 

But the branch of the railway 
to Peace River only touched the 
eastern edge of the Peace River 
country. The river and its valley 
;seemed to divide the more desir- 
able country lying between the 
river and the Rocky Mountains 
from the more heavily wooded and 
therefore less desirable country 
lying between Edmonton and the 
Peace. The vast territory lying in 
the great bend of the Peace, 200 
miles from east to west between 
the river at Peace River town and 
the mountains, and 300 miles from 
south te north from the river at} 
Dunvegan to the Vermilion coun- 
ltry, was shut off from railway ad- 
vantages by the very width and 
|dépth of the river which make it | 
valuable for steamboat navigation, 
Both before the coming of the rail- 


|road, and afterwards, settlers had | 
crowded into the country lying | 
{westward betveen Peace River! 
and Dunvegan, until now there | 
}are about 15 townships ocupied by 
lsettlers, the settlement extending 
lfor a distance of 60 miles west. 
| This is but the beginning of the | 
| possibilities of settlement north of 
ithe Peaee. But unless settlement 
can be followed by the railway, 
[there is no possibility of success- 
ful production for export, and 
\therefore no inducement for set- 
'tlers of means to enter into occu- 
| pation. 

| So long as the great Peace River 
remained unbridged, and until the 
|railway had been extended to the} 
jlevel plateau, there would always | 
|stand before the settler west and 
{north of the Peace the doubt as to 
his ever getting the railroad that 
would mean the suecess of his ef- | 
forts. The river is 1,700 feet wide; 
jit is 40 feet deep at high water, 
{and it flows at the bottom of a 


valley 800 feet in depth. That the | 
railway was brought down to the! 
east bank of the Peace was due to | 
the enterprise and confidenee of 
| the Government of Alberta, which 
jloaned the money necessary to 
overcome the stupendous engineer- 
jing difficulties in grading the 
|road down the hill, To build the 
bridge and grade the road up the | 
bank on the west side were parts | 
of a complete scheme which meant 
the bringing of the country west 
and north of the Peace into settle- 
ment, development and _ produc- 
tion. The bridge piers have been 
| built; the steel for the superstruc- 
|ture ison the way. Its erection 
will begin as soon as the stage of 
| water will permit, and it will be 
completed during the coming win- 
jter; while at the same time the 
| grading to carry the road up the 
hill on the west side will be com- 
pleted ready for the rails. 

Once the bridge is finished and 
the railway reaches the upland on 
the west bank of the valley, the 
problem of the development of the 
| Peace River country throughout is 
solved, because in further railroad 
extension on the upland, whether 
it be 200 miles west to Hudson’s

COMPROMISE RULES FOR FUTURE | 
WORLD SERIES HOCKEY GAMES

MONTREAL, April 17-——Uniform
